Gentlemen^ 

AS  I  cannot  think  myfelf  fingular  in  re¬ 
marking  the  great  Increafe  of  Pra6li- 
tioners  in  Phyfick  without  any  proper 
Warrant  for  writing  Prefcriptions,  I 
fhall  make  no  Apology  for  this  my  Addrefs  and 
Requeft  to  your  learned  Bodies,  that  you  would  no 
longer  ftand  as  unconcerned  Spectators  of  this 
growing  Evil,  but  that  you  would  vigoroufly  ex¬ 
ert  yourfelves  in  a  ftriCt  Examination  of  every 
one’s  Pretenfions,  and  apply  fuch  Remedies,  as 
may  effe5lually  retrain  thofe  who  have  no  Right 
by  the  Laws  of  the  Land  to  exercife  the  Profeffion 
of  Phyfick :  for  if  thefe  intruding  Pretenders  are 
much  longer  permitted  to  praCllfe  under  the  Co¬ 
lour  of  irregular  Licenfes  and  furreptitious  Diplo¬ 
mas,  the  Faculty  will  become  irreparably  defpi- 
cable,  as  it  is  too  much  fo  already^  in  the  Eyes  of

all  the  difcerning  Part  of  Mankind,  for  this 
Keafon. 

’Tis  for  yon.  Gentlemen,  to  cure  (what  1  only 

remind  you  of )  a  Difeafe  too  long  neglecfed  ; - 

for  I  dare  fay,  were  but  half  a  fcore  of  thefe  irregu¬ 
lar  Pradtitioners  to  feel  youry/(/?  Refentment,  the 
reft  would  foon  fhun  the  Light,  and  betake  them- 
felves  to  other  Realms,  or  other  Occupations :  — 
and  certainly  a  7nore  acceptable  Piece  of  Service  than 
this  never  was,  nor  can  be  done  for  the  common 
Welfare. 

So  fenfible  of  this  was  the  Government  in  the 
Reign  of  King  James  the  Firft,  that  (as  Dr. 
Goodall  recites  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
ficians)  a  Warrant  was  fent  down  from  the  Privy 
Council,  ftridlly  enjoining  all  Magiftrates  to  take 
up  every  irregular  Pradlitioner,  and  to  caufe  them 
to  be  examined  by  proper  Judges,  that  it  might 
be  difcovered  how  far  they  were  qualified  to  be  en- 
trufted  with  the  Lives  of  his  Majefty’s  Subjedfs.  — 
Some  Years  after  which,  the  King  himfelf  fent  his 
Letters  both  to  the  Prefident  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
ficians,  as  well  as  to  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  City  of  London^  of  the  like  Import, 
viz.  to  fupprefs  all  unlicenfed  Pradtitioners,  and 
that  the  Prefident  fhould  punifh  them  according  to 
the  Power  and  Authority  that  the  King  himfelf 
had  granted.  In  the  mean  time,  *till  it  fhall 
pleafe  the  College  of  Phyficians  and  the  Univerfi- 
ties  to  exert,  on  thefe  Occafions,  the  Power  grant¬ 
ed  to  both  their  Societies,  it  may  not  be  amifs  if  1 
fhould  tranferibe  a  few  Claufes  of  your  refpedllve 
Charters,  that  thofe  who  have  never  feen  thefe 
Charters,  nor  the  Adis  by  which  the  Royal  Con- 
ceffiqns  therein  granted  have  been  made  and  efta- 
bliftied  as  fo  many  Statute  Laws,  may  not  plead 
Ignorance  either  of  the  Neceflity  of  being  properly 

licenfed. 
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Mcenfed,  (if  upon  an  honeft  Examination  they  are 
found  qualify’d)  or  of  the  Penalty  they  incur  of 
pradifing  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  the  Land. 

To  this  purpofe  then,  among  many  other  Pri¬ 
vileges  and  Immunities  granted  to  the  Royal  Col¬ 
lege  of  Phyficians  in  London-^  which  it  is  lefs  mate¬ 
rial  to  enumerate  in  this  place,  I  find  thefe  follow¬ 
ing  ( more  particularly  relating  to  the  Subje61:  in 
hand)  enabled, 

1.  That  no  Perfon  prefume  to  praftife  Phyfick 
within  the  City  of  London^  and  feven  Miles  adja¬ 
cent,  without  Licenfe  from  the  College,  under  the 
Penalty  and  Forfeiture  of  Ten  Pounds  -per  Month 
during  the  Time  of  fuch  Pradlice,  with  Imprifon- 
menc  ’till  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  are  paid  as  aforefaid, 

2.  That  no  Perfon  do  prefume  to  pradlife  in  any 
Part  of  the  Kingdom,  except  Graduates  at  Oxford 
or  Cambridge^  under  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds  per 
Month,  with  Imprifonment  ftill  as  before. 

3.  That  whoever  fhall  adminifler  any  dangerous 
Drug  or  Medicine,  whereby  L<ife  may  be  endan¬ 
ger’d,  fhall  likewife  forfeit  Ten  Pounds,  and  be 
imprifon’d  fourteen  Days  or  after,  ’dll  fuch  Fine  is 
fatisfy’d. 

Thefe  are  fome  of  the  many  Privileges  which 
have  been  granted  to  this  Illuflrious  Body  ;  and 
when  fome  refractory  Perfons  (as  1  find  there  have 
been  many  have  flood  the  Contefl  with  them)  the 
College,  I  perceive,  has  ftill  jufiified  their  Power, 
and  caft  their  Adverfaries  the  Lord  Chief  Ju- 
ftice  giving  Judgment  as  follows,  viz.  That  the 
College  have  a  fufficient  Authority  to  fine  and  im-

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prlfon,  and  that  he  himfelf  could  not  bail  or  deli¬ 
ver  their  Prifoner. 

That  no  Licenfe,  whether  Archbifliop  or  Bi- 
fhops,  or  of  any  other  Perfonage  whatfoever,  is 
valid  in  Law,  or  can  juftify  the  Perfon  pra^tifing, 
who  has  not  the  College  Seal  ;  and  therefore  (  fo 
little  Pretence  have  the  Scotch  and  Leyden  Phyfici- 
ans  to  this  Privilege)  that  no  Graduate,  even  of 
our  own  Univerfity,  (however  learned  a  Phyfici- 
an  or  Dodlor)  may  praeffife  in  London^  or  within 
feven  Miles,  unlefs  he  is  firfr  examined  by  the 
College,  and  has  obtained  their  PermifTion. 

An  Oxford  Graduate  formerly  try’d  this  Point, 
as  his  Licenfe  from  that  Univerfity  runs  thus  : 

'  Liberam  tibi  Tenore  prefenthm  concedimus  potefta- 
tem  facultatem  pra5fica?idi  in  Medicind  ea  om¬ 
nia  faciendi  qua:  ad  Medicinam  fpeSlant. - Facul¬ 

tatem  iibi  VIS  per  univerfum  Angliae  regniim  in  per- 
petuum  diiraturam. 

By  which  it  is  very  evident  he  has  the  Liberty  of 

pradlifing  in  any  Part  of  England. - However, 

the  Gentleman  was  cafb  by  the  College,  as  theUni- 
verfity  Statute  was  fuperfeded  by  the  Charter  grant¬ 
ed  to  the  College.  But  fuch  Perfons  as  are  defirous 
to  fee  a  particular  Account  of  thofe  who  have  flood 
Trial  with  the  College,  I  refer  to  GoodaWs  Hifto- 
ry  of  the  College,  which  no  Phyfician  ought  to 
be  without. 

’Tis  very  furprifing,  that  of  late  Years  there 
fhould  be  fo  little  Enquiry  made  into  the  Qualifi¬ 
cations  of  Practitioners,  when  it  is  the  bounden 
Duty  of  every  Member  of  the  College  to  do  it, 
bdngfworn  to  make  Prefen  ration  of  all  illegal  (fuch 
are  the  Scotch  and  Leyden  Phyficians  without  Li- 
cenfes)  and  dangerous  (fuch  are  all  Quacks  and 
fpecific  Dealers)  PraClitioners.  —  But  through  a 
long  Forbearance  thefe  Gentlemen  begin  to  imagine 

they 


they  have  as  much  Right  to  praftife  as  yourfelves, 
defying  as  it  were  your  Statutes,  and  the  Laws  of 
the  Land  ;  nor  can  you  ever  want  Evidence  of 
Convidlion,  whenever  it  fhall  pleafe  your  honour¬ 
able  Board  to  fet  about  a  Medicinal  Reformation  ; 
which  that  you  would  be  pleafed  to  do,  is  (as  I 
have  informed  myfelf,  for  I  am  not  one  of  the  Fa¬ 
culty  )  the  general  Defire  of  all  the  regular  Pra- 
dlitioners,  that  the  Profeffion  may  not  be  farther 
intruded  into,  and  fcandalized. 

I  am  very  fenfible  of  the  Clamours  that  would 
be  made  (if  your  Laws  were  put  in  Execution) 
by  fome  inconfiderate  People,  who  would  call  it  an 
Infringement  on  their  Liberty ;  and  that  they 
would  employ  any  Quack  whom  they  thought 
proper  in  defpite  of  you  : — But  furely  for  People  of 
Senfe  ’tis  not  very  ufual  to  chufe  an  Attorney  to 
make  their  Cloaths,  a  Taylor  their  Will,  or  a 
Shoemaker  for  their  fpiritual  Guide ;  and  how  it 
happens  that  all  three  are  intrufted  with  your 
Bodies,  is  hard  to  account  for. 

Perhaps  ’twill  be  replied,  that  either  of  them 
are  Mailers  of  fome  valuable  Receipt  which  has 
been  found  to  do  much  good  in  fome  particular 
Cafes. — This  is  a  common  and  I  believe  too  often 
a  fatal  Error,  for  it  appears  to  me  that  the  mod 
ufeful  and  noble  Remedy  in  the  Hands  of  the  Un¬ 
learned  is  always  found  to  be  mod  dangerous, 
and  that  none  but  the  Phylician  can  judge  rightly 
in  what  Cafes  and  at  what  Times  of  the  Difeafe 
the  fame  can  be  adminider’d  with  Safety  or 
Advantage. 

As  for  thofe  who  in  fpight  of  all  Reafon  and 
Demondration  entertain  an  Opinion  that  the  Art 
itfelf  is  a  Cheat,  and  its  ProfelTors  Men  of  ill  Deligns, 
I  leave  them  to  differ  under  the  Midake,  and  to 
fmart  by  fome  unlicenfed  Praditioners  ill  Manage¬ 
ment, 


mcnr,  till  they  have  purchafed  Experience 
enough  to  convince  them  of  their  Error. 

^  ’Tis  not  the  Intereft  of  the  Phyficians,  it  may 
‘  be  faid,  to  fupprefs  thefe  Things,  and  therefore 
‘  they  have  not  done  it.*  J  am  very  fenfible  their 
Bufinefs  is  promoted  rather  than  leflened  by  the  To¬ 
leration  of  *  Empiricks  *,  yet  I  am  fatisfied  their 
Credit  and  Reputation  is  much  impaired  thereby  ; 
the  common  People  feldom  applying  to  the  regular 
Phyfician  till  the  Cafe  becomes  defperate,  and  the 
Patient  has  been  harrafs’d  to  death  by  the  improper 
Drenches  given  them  by  thefe  ignorant  felf-fufficient 
pretending  Gentry  ;  by  which  means  the  poor 
Patient  is  more  frequently  wore  out  than  by  the 
Difeafe  itfelf.  Affairs  being  reduced  to  this  Ex¬ 
tremity,  a  regular  Pradlitioner  is  applied  to  in  the 
greateft  Hurry,  and  notwithftanding  the  Latenefs 
of  the  Application  they  expedt  Miracles  fhould 
be  wrought  for  them  •,  though  the  Phyfician’s 
Prefence  anfwers  no  other  Purpofe,  but  tha<t  k  ‘ 
fubjedls  him  to  be  a  Spedlator  of  the  deplorable 
and  irretrievable  Condition  of  the  Patient,  and 
makes  him  a  melancholy  Witnefs  of  the  Murders 
daily  committed  by  Empiricks.  1  don’t  take 
upon  me  to  fay,  that  all  are  thus  impofed  on  or 
mifguided,  but  I  can  fay  upon  a  full  Affurance  of 
the  Truth,  that  many  hundred  of  Lives  are  yearly 
loft  by  the  too  late  calling  in  of  a  regular  Phyfician, 
and  fome  by  the  too  early  difmiffing  his  Attendance 
before  the  Danger  was  over.  Nor  is  it  lefs  true, 
(however  it  may  appear  more  ftrange)  that  we 

find 

*  Every  Man  is  an  Emplrick,  who  by  a  pitiful  Stock  of 
Knowledge  amufes  and  preys  upon  fome  ignorant  People  ; 
and  being  fully  confeious  of  his  own  Infufficiency  to  pafs 
mufter,  declines  qualifying  himfelf  according  to  the  Rules  of 
that  Body  of  Men  who  are  Judges  of  his  Abilities ;  and  en¬ 
deavours  to  fereen  himfelf  by  fome  B  ■  — s  or  A  — "'-b  ^ 

Licenfe  from  their  Refentments.  \a  f./K  ^ 
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End  many  People  in  fome  lingering  Diftcmpers 
trying  the  utmofl:  of  a  Quack’s  Skill  for  more 
Months  than  they  will  be  governed  Weeks  by  the 
Judgment  of  the  moft  learned  Phyfician  ;  and  in 
acute  or  fhorter  Sicknefles  the  Cafe  is  ftill  worfe, 
for  here  the  Mifmanagement  of  the  firft  Day  or 
two  is  frequently  irretrievable,  (efpecially  in  the 
Small-pox  and  Fevers^  and  the  Overfight  and 
good  Hufbandry  of  faving  a  Fee  or  trying  firft 
of  all  fome  improper  Diredlions,  has  Coft  many 
a  poor  Mifer  (what  next  to  his  Money  is  of  the 
dearefb  Value  to  him)  I  mean  his  Life. 

I  had  obferved  in  the  preceding  Pages,  that  a 
Do6lor  of  Phyfick  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  hadt 
been  prevented  by  the  College  of  Phyficians  from 
pradlifing  without  their  Permiflion,  and  that  his 
Degree  was  not  allowed  a  fufficient  Qualification 
at  London  •,  though  it  is  deemed  fo  in  every  other 
Part  of  England,  It  may  not  be  improper  there¬ 
fore  to  give  fome  Accounts  of  the  Nature  of  thefe 
Degrees. 

In  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  it  feems  no  Perfon 
can  be  admitted  to  the  Honour  of  a  Doctor’s  De¬ 
gree  in  Phyfick,  till  he  has  been  a  Member  of 
that  Society  hr  fourteen  Years,  and  comply’d  with 
all  the  Exercifes,  ^c.  which  their  Statutes  require 
of  him  j  an  Extradl  of  which  may  perhaps  be 
very  acceptable  to  thofe  who  are  Strangers  to  their 
Method  of  Proceedings,  The  previous  Degrees 
to  be  taken  are, 

I 

A  Batchelor  of  Arts  at  4  Years. 

A  M after  of  Arts  at  3  Years. 

A  Batchelor  of  Phyfick  at  3  Years  more. 

A  Dotftor  of  Phyfick  at  4  Years. 


In  all  14  Years. 


The. 


The  Exercife  requir’d  for  the  Degree  of  a 
Batchelor  of  Arts  is  as  follows  ; 

He  is  obliged  once  to  defend  3  Queftions  of 
Logick  for  two  Hours,  and  anfwer  all  the  Argu¬ 
ments  rais’d  againlt  them  ;  he  is  once  likewife 
obliged  to  oppofe  or  make  Objections  to  3  Que- 
fbions  in  like  manner.  He  muft  befides  tvyice  de¬ 
fend  3  Queftions  in  Logick,  Grammar,  Rheto- 
rick,  or  Moral  Philofophy  for  an  Hour  and  half 
each  Time.  Moreover,  he  muft  undergo  an  Ex¬ 
amination  by  three  Mafters  of  Arts  in  all  thofe 
Sciences  of  the  publick  Lectures  of  which  he  is  a 
proper  Auditor  ;  which  are,  Grammar,  Rhetorick, 
Logick,  Moral  Philofophy,  and  Geometry.  He 
is  likewife  examined  in  any  Greek  or  Latin  Claf- 
ficks  which  the  Mafters  chufe.  Thefe  Examina¬ 
tions,  and  all  kinds  of  Exercifes  required  for  any 
Degree  are  performed  in  Latin ^  and  in  the  publick 
Schools.  If  upon  Examination  (which  may  laft 
for  two  Hours,  or  more,  if  the  Mafters  think 
proper,  or  are  not  fatisfied  as  to  the  Abilities  of 
the  Perfon  examined)  he  is  judged  a  fit  Perfon  for 
the  Degree  of  Batchelor  of  Arts,  the  Mafters  fign 
a  Certificate,  whereby  they  teftify,  that  they  have 
examined  fuch  a  Candidate  in  thofe  Sciences  the 
Statutes  direeft,  and  think  him  well  qualified  for 
fuch  and  fuch  a  Degree  ;  and  left  any  unworthy 
Perfon  fhould  gain  fuch  a  Certificate  through 
Connivance,  the  Mafters  take  an  Oath  before  one 
of  the  Prodtors,  that  they  will  examine  the  Can¬ 
didates  in  the  Sciences  requir’d  by  the  Statutes  *, 
and  that,  neither  through  Entreaty,  Reward, 
Hatred,  Friendfliip,  Fear  or  Hope  they  will  fign 
the  Certificate  of  an  unworthy  Perfon,  or  refufe  it 
to  a  worthy  one. 

The  Exercife  for  a  Mafter  of  Arts  is  this ;  In 
.  the  Lent  after  he  has  taken  his  Batchelor’s  Degree, 

he 
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he  mu  ft  twice  defend  three  Qiieftlons  in  Logick,  or 
Moral  Philofophy,  for  three  or  four  Hours,  which 
is  requir’d  to  render  his  Degree  of  Batchelor  com^ 
pleat  5  afterwards  he  muft  defend  three  Queftions  in 
Natural  Philofophy  for  two  Hours,  or  make  Ob* 
jedlions  to  three,  under  the  Infpedion  of  one  of 
the  Procftors.  He  muft  once  defend  three  other 
Queftions  likewife  of  any  kind,  and  anfwer  the 
Objedtions  of  fome  Mafter  of  Arts.  He  is  like¬ 
wife  at  the  fame  Time  and  Place  obliged  to  an¬ 
fwer  any  Objedtions  made  to  thofe  Queftions,  or 
to  any  other  Queftions  which  any  other  Mafter  of 
Arts  chufes  to  difpute  with  him  upon.  He  muft 
make  two  publick  Declamations,  and  repeat  them 
by  heart  in  the  Prefence  of  one  of  the  Prodlors, 
fwearing  that  he  has  had  no  AfTiftance  in  the  Com- 
pofition  of  them,  either  from  Friends  or  Books. 
He  muft  read  fix  Lectures,  three  in  Natural  three 
in  Moral  Philofophy,  of  his  own  compofing  in 
Latin^  each  of  which  muft  take  up  the  greater 
Part  of  an  Hour  in  the  reading. — He  muft  be  exa¬ 
mined  by  three  Mafters  of  Arts,  (as  Candidates 
for  a  Batchelor’s  Degree)  in  the  Sciences  of  which 
the  Statutes  require  him  to  be  an  Auditor  *,  which 
are.  Geometry,  Metaphyficks,  Natural  Philofo¬ 
phy,  Opticks,  Hiftory,  Geography,  Chronology, 
and  in  the  Latin^  Greeks  and  *  Hebrew  Languages ; 
during  the  Performance  of  any  of  thefe  Exercifes 
the  Prodlors  may,  and  in  feveral  are  obliged  to 
attend  ;  if  they  judge  the  Candidates  to  be  deficient 
in  any  refpedt,  it  is  in  their  Power  to  make  them 
undergo  fuch  Exercifes  again,  till  their  Perform^ 
ance  is  judged  well  done,

Before 
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Before  a  Mader  of  Arts  can  take  the  Degree  of 
Batchelor  in  Phyfick^  he  muft  once  defend  -two 
Queftions  in  Phyfick  for  two  Hours,  and  once 
oppofe  two  in  like  manner,  under  the  Infpe61:ion 
of  the  Regius  Profeflbr  of  Phyfick.  He  muft 
likewife  go  through  a  Courfe  of  Anatomy, 

But  though  a  Perfon  has  perform’d  all  this  Ex- 
ercife  and  taken  thefe  three  Degrees,  yet  (fo  cau¬ 
tious  is  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford^  that  no  one 
ftiould  Practice  Phyfick  but  who  is  fufficiently 
qualified)  he  muft  firft  obtain  a  fpecial  Licenfe 
from  the  Univerfity  for  Liberty  to  pra6life,  before 
he  is  empowered  to  do  it ;  neither  is  fuch  Licenfe 
granted,  till  three,  or  at  leaft  two  Doeftors  in 
Phyfick,  of  which  the  Profeflbr  of  Phyfick  is  to 
be  one,  have  certified  under  their  Hands,  that 
they  judge  him  a  Perfon  qualified  topradlife. 

To  become  a  Candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Do^or 
in  Phyfick^  after  a  Perfon  has  taken  a  Batchelor’s  De¬ 
gree,  he  muft  explain  publickly  in  the  Phyfick  School 
a  whole  Book  of  Galen^  De  iifu  pariium^  vel  de  tempe- 
ratjientisy  in  fix  curfory  (z.  e.  extempore),  or  at  leaft 
three  formal  (f.  e.  written)  Leftures,  each  of  which 
he  muft  be  an  Hour  in  reading.  That  thefe  Exer- 
cifes  for  each  refpedlive  Degree  have  been  perform’d 
by  each  Candidate,  each  Perfon  at  taking  any  Degree 
makes  Oath  to  the  Prodfor  before  his  Admiffion. 

Befides  the  Performance  of  all  this  Exercife,  the 
Candidates  for  each  Degree  muft  have  fuch  Degree 
allow’d  both  in  his  own  College  and  by  the  Con¬ 
gregation  of  the  Regent  Mafters  of  the  Univerfity, 
each  Perfon  of  which  Congregation  has  a  Power 
to  deny  it.  And  if  his  Degree  is  allow’d  by  the 
Congregation,  before  any  Candidate  is  admitted 
to  a  Batchelor  of  Arts  or  Mafter’s  Degree,  nine 
Batchelors  or  Mafters  (according  to  the  Degree  he 
takes)  muft  depofe  upon  Oath,  that  they  know 
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the  Candidate  to  be  a  fit  Perfon  both  in  Knowledge 
and  Morals  for  the  Degree  to  which  he  is  admitted. 
Three  Batchelors  or  Dodtors  in  Phyfick  are  requir’d 
to  depofe  the  fame  for  a  Candidate  for  thofe  Degrees. 

So  much  Care  is  taken  by  the  Statutes  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxford^  that  no  Perfon  fhould  pra- 
dlife  Phyfick,  but  who  has  undergone  the  fevereft 
Scrutiny,  and  been  thoroughly  approved  of.  Yet 
it  mufi:  be  confeflTed,  that  fome  Perfons  not  fo  well 
qualified  as  the  Generality  of  the  Univerfity  could 
wifh,  have  ruhVd  through  the  Exercife  they  can¬ 
not  be  conceived  ever  to  have  duly  performed,  and 
have  gained  Degrees  they  ought  not  to  be  digni¬ 
fied  with.

It  mufl  be  owned,  fome  unworthy  Perfons  have 
commenced  Dodlors  ^  but  yet  this  may  happen 
without  derogating  from  the  Goodnefs  of  the 
Rules,  or  condemning  the  general  Method  of 
Education  in  the  Univerfity  :  for  Perfons  confei- 
ous  of  their  own  Inabilities  will  chufe  Times  to  do 
their  Exercife,  when  they  will  probably  be  leaft 
obferv’d,  or  fuch  Days  as  they  know  the  Prodlors 
can’t  vifit  them  during  the  Performance.  They 
will  chufe  Mailers  of  their  intimate  Acquaintance 
to  examine  them,  whofe  good  Nature  may  per¬ 
haps  fometimes  prevail  over  their  Oaths,  and 
make  them  fign  Certificates  for  Perfons  who  don’t 
defer ve  them.  In  Lent  the  Schools  are  generally 
full  of  Perfons  performing  Lent-  Exercife  ;  at  fuch 
times  ignorant  Fellows  will  go  up  to  read  Le6lures 
and  to  difpute,  fitting  up  in  a  Corner  •,  and  if  a 
PrO(5lor  comes,  they  will  pretend  to  be  Spe6lators 
only  of  the  Exercife  of  others,  and  put  off  their 
own  to  another  Opportunity.  Others  will  {mve 
forne  Acquaintance  planted  in  proper  Places  to  ap- 

C  2  prize 
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prize  them  of  the  Approach  of  a  Proftor,  and  fo 
they  come  down  and  do  their  Exercife  at  another 
time,  free  from  fuch  impertinent  Vifitors.  By  fuch 
indire6i;  Means  lazy,  idle  Wretches  may  get  a  De¬ 
gree  *,  but  the  indire(5t  Means  they  ufe  rather 
fhews  the  Excellence  of  the  Univerfity  Rules  in 
general  than  any  Defedl,  fince  ignorant  or  idle 
Perfons  muft  thus  watch  Time,  Place,  and  Op¬ 
portunity,  to  pafs  over  that  Exercife  they  would 
not  be  able  to  perform.  But  take  the  Affair  in 
the  worft  Light ;  does  it  not  ftand  to  Reafon,  that 
a  Perfon  who  is  fubjeeff  to  fuch  excellent  Rules, 

(  tho*  through  Art,  Tricks,  or  Perjury,  he 
may  evade  them)  is  more  likely  to  be  regularly 
educated  in,  and  properly  qualified  for  the  Pra- 
(ffice  of  Phyfick,  than  Empiricks  and  Licentiates 
who  have  done  no  Exercife,  refided  in  no  Place  of 
regular  Education,  or  had  a  Degree  fent  them 
from  a  Univerfity  they  never  faw  ? 

For  befides  thefe  Exercifes  performed  in  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxford^  a  proper  Refidence  there  is 
required  before  a  Perfon  can  get  a  Degree.  For 
a  Batchelor  of  Arts  Degree,  a  Perfon  muft  keep 
fixteen  Terms  (of  which  there  are  four  in  a  Year), 
for  a  Mafter’s  twelve.  ’Tis  true,  fome  Terms  are 
difpens’d  with,  namely,  four  for  a  Batchelor,  fix 
for' a  Mafter  j  but  even  thefe  are  efteemed  large 
Difpenfations,  and  there  muft  be  an  extraordinary 
Reafon  given  to  prevail  for  the  Indulgence  of  a 
larger  Number. 

In  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge ^  a  Doctor’s  De¬ 
gree  is  often  order’d  by  the  King’s  Mandate  *,  tho’ 
fuch  Mandate  Do6lors  are  not  much  efteemed, 
even  by  the  Cantabrigians  thcmfelves  :  But  in  Ox¬ 
ford  no  fuch  Mandate  was  ever  receiv’d,  tho*  it  has 
formerly  been  fent  by  the  Royal  Authority,  and  to 
their  great  Honour  rejected  by  the  Oxonians.  And 

indeed 
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indeed  the  Trouble  of  taking  a  Do(5i:or’s  Degree, 
according  to  Cambridge  Statutes,  is  confiderably  lef* 
fen’d,  as  their  Members  are  not  obliged  to  proceed  in 
Arts.  But  when  a  Gentleman  has  been  a  Mem¬ 
ber  of  that  Society  for  fix  Years,  and  has  difputed 
in  the  publick  Schools  upon  fome  Medicinal  Que- 
ftion,  one  as  Opponent,  and  one  as  Refpondent, 
he  is  admitted  a  Batchelor  of  Phyfick  ;  and  five 
Years  afterwards,  having  gone  through  the  ufual 
Forms  of  Difputations,  is  admitted  to  the  Degree 
of  Dodlor,  three  Years  fooner  than  he  could  have 
done  Oxford -y  for  which  Reafon  probably  at 
Cambridge  a  Batchelor  of  Phyfick  never  has  a  Li- 
cenfe  to  pradife  granted  him  by  the  Unlverfity. 

And  here  pleafe  to  obferve,  that  an  Oxford 
Batchelor  of  Phyfick  mufi;  be  ten  Years  ftanding, 
( f.  e.  within  a  Year  of  a  Cambridge  Dodtor)  and 
has  taken  three  Degrees  in  that  Time  with  no  fmall 
Labour  and  Expence.  He  therefore  has  a  L.icenfe 
granted  him  by  the  Univerfity,  which  puts  him 
on  an  Equality  with  any  Doftor  of  Phyfick,  and 
is  always  treated  as  fuch,  except  in  his  being  ad¬ 
mitted  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Phyficians  in 
London,  That  Privilege  is  indeed  referved  for 
thofe  only  of  our  own  Univerfities,  who  have  taken 
the  Degree  of  Do6lor. 

But  here  it  may  be  objedled  by  the  Dififenters, 
that  none  of  their  Body  can  be  Fellows  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  becaufe  they  can’t  in  Confcience  take  the 
Oaths  required  at  the  Univerfities  of  Oxford  and 
Cainbridge  by  every  Graduate,  in  relation  to  the 
39  Articles  of  the  eftablifh’d  Church. 

To  which  1  anfwer,  — Their  Clergy  cannot  en¬ 
joy  our  Ecclefiaftical  Preferments  for  the  fame 
Reafon,  yet  they  may  preach :  fo  likewife  in  re¬ 
gard  to  Fcllowfhips  of  the  College ;  ’tis  true, 
they  can’t  have  that  Honour,  but  if  they  think 
proper  to  be  regularly  examined  by  the  Fellows, 

their 
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their  Names  will  be  printed  as  Licentiates,  and 

they  will  be  treated  as  regular  Phyficians  •, - 

which  is  really  a  very  great  Indulgence,  if  we  con- 

fider  the  Difference  of  the  Degrees  in  S - d,  and 

in  all  foreign  Parts,  between  thole  in  England, 

^Tis  well  known,  that  any  Perfon  for  20/.  may 
procure  a  S—h  Degree,  even  without  feeing  their  Uni- 
verfities  ;  and  may  receive  the  ufual  Diploma,  on 
fending  a  requifite  *  Certificate  ; — which  ’tis  no  dif¬ 
ficult  matter  for  the  moft  inexperienced  to  procure. — 
And  at  Rhems^  and  feveral  other  foreign  Univerfi- 
ties  a  Degree  may  be  purchafed  at  fo  low  a  Rate 
as  four  Guineas. 

Is  it  not  fliocking  to  think,  that  the  Art  of  Phy- 
fick  fhould  be  liable  to  fo  many  Proftitutions  ?  and 
that  the  Lives  of  his  Majefty’s  Subjects,  Lives  by 
which  whole  Families  are  fupported,  frequently  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  Stroke  of  a  Pen,  fhould  be  permitted 
to  be  deftroyed  by  the  glaring  Negle6l  of  thofe  who 
ARE  empower’d  (aiul  therefore  ought)  to  reftrain 
fuch  Proceedings. 

But  let  us  fuppofe  thefe  S — h  or  L-yd-n  Degrees 
(for  there  is  no  very  confiderable  Difference  be¬ 
tween  them,  fince  a  L  yd-n  Degree,  if  you  are  on 
the  Spot,  is  eafily  and  foon  procur’d )  had  ever  fo 
much  real  Merit  in  themfeives,  what  Pretenfions 
have  the  Poffelfors  of  them,  by  vertue  of  fuch  Degrees^ 
to  pradtife  in  England'^. — Why,  truly,  they  have 
no  more  Right  than  an  Oxford  or  Cambridge  Do- 

dor 

*  I  remember  to  have  met  with  a  Doctor  (formerly  an  Apo¬ 
thecary)  who  treated  his  own  Degree  very  ludicroufly,  /.  e.  in 
a  publick  Converfation  on  thisTopick,  he  declared,  that  three 
Members  of  a  certain  Univerfity  gave  him  a  jovial  Meeting  at 
a  Tavern  (he  difeharging  the  Reckoning)  and  after  a  few  bur- 
lefque  Queftions  in  the  mji  fecret  Parts  of  Anatomy,  figned  a 
Certificate  that  he  was  a  Man  every  way  qualified  for  the  Pra¬ 
ctice  of  Phyfick — and  thought  ’twou’d  be  an  Honour  to  their 
Nation  to  have  him  dubb’d  a  Dodtor— provided  he  could  fpare 
the  Sum  of  20 1.  This  ejjentinl  Point  being  punSlually  comply'd 
with,  he  received  the  ufual  Diploma  by  the  firft  Conveyance. 
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<flor  has  to  pradiff  in  Holland  or  in  Scotland.  Is  a 
Freeman  of  Edinourgh  or  Glafgow  a  Freeman  of 
Salijbury  or  York  ? — Is  a  Citizen  of  Leyden  or  Am- 
fterdafn  a  Citizen  of  London  or  Briftol  ?  No,  furely, 
they  are  not ;  no.,  can  they  fettle  in  any  Bufinefs 
at  thofe  Places  without  paying  the  ufual  Fines, 
and  performing  fuch  other  things  as  the  Charters 
of  thofe  Places  require  of  them  :  why  then  are  the 
Bounds  of  Phyfick  to  be  thus  tranfgrefs’d,  not  only 
to  the  Detriment  of  the  regular  Graduate^  but,  I 
fear,  too  often  to  the  Prejudice  of  our  Fellow- 
Creatures  *,  as  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  the  fuperficial 
Education  of  fuch  People  (though  there  are  fome 
eminent  Men  amongft  them)  is  adequate  to  the 
important  and  neceffary  Labours  of  a  Ikilful 
Phyfician  ? 

’Tis  owing  to  this  Inundation  of  Foreigners, 
that  the  Science  of  Phyfick  itfelf  is  brought  into 
fo  much  difrepute ;  for  moft  of  thefe  People  are 
Men  of  v^ery  narrow  Fortune,  who  have  been 
obliged  to  take  up  with  this  obfeure  Method  of 
Education  :  Nor  will  the  falfe  and  artificial  Cla¬ 
mour  of  having  formerly  feen  Boerhaave  (who 
could  not  infufe  his  Knowledge  into  the  Minds  of 
fuperficial,  and  too  often  idle  Pupils)  fubvert  the 
Truth  of  what  I  aflfert,  in  faying,  an  ohfeure  Edu¬ 
cation.  Befides,  when  Boerhaave  was  alive  fe- 
veral  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Students,  with  all  the 
preparatory  Advantages  of  Education,  placed 
themfelves  under  his  Tuition  j  and  I  leave  the 
Public  to  judge,  what  Perfons  made  the  beft  Im¬ 
provement  from  his  Ledures,  and  confequently 
are  moft  capable  of  being  ufeful  in  the  Profeflion. 

The  Laws  of  Holland.,  ftis  plain,  can  have  no 
Influence,  no  Right  to  licenfe  a  Phyfician  to  pra- 
(ftife  Phyfick  in  England ;  and  the  little  Regard 
which  ought  to  be  paid  here  to  the  5—^  Decrees  is 

very 
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very  evident ;  nor  can  the  little  Time  and  Abilities 
required  to  be  Mailer  of  a  Foreign  Degree, 
efcape  the  notice  of  that  Part  of  Mankind  who 
allow  themfelves  the  liberty  of  free  Enquiry,  and 
who  do  not  care  to  take  up  with  Shews  for 
Realities. 

But  there  is  another  Hardfhip  on  the  fair  Pra- 
Clitioner,  which  loudly  demands  the  Attention  of 
the  B— ' — ps  *,  I  mean,  their  licenfing  various  Per- 
fons  in  their  refpe6live  Diocefes.  The  Origin  of 
that  Cuflom  might  probably  be  in  the  Days  of 
Popery,  of  which  ’tis  a  Relief,  and  the  B-— p 
might  then  be  a  proper  Perfon  to  Licenfe,  when 
the  Praftitioners  both  in  Phyfick  and  Midwifery 

were  chiefly  Monks. - But  as  that  Scene  is 

happily  fhifted,  it  ought  furely  to  be  with  the 
iitmoft  Caution  that  the  R-ght  R-v-r-nd  Cl-rgy 
Jhould  appoint  Praditioners  in  Phyfick.  It 
would  be  too  hard  an  ExprefTion  to  let  fall,  or 
even  to  furmife,  that  fo  many  noble  Perfonages 
fliould  grant  Licenfes  to.  deftroy  Mankind  *,  yet 
it  is,  (though  not  intentionally  their  L— dfh— ps 
Aim)  certain  however  that  fuch  Mifehiefs  have 
arifen  from  it,  and  Proof  is  not  wanting  that  thefe 
Privileges  have  been  fometimes  the  Occafion  of 
depriving  certain  Perfons  of  their  Lives,  as  furely 
(it  may  be  not  fo  fuddenly)  as  if  the  fame  had 
been  taken  away  by  a  Dagger  or  a  Piftol. 

This  Sort  of  Licenfe  is  a  Cloak  for  every  Blun¬ 
derer,  who  with  a  metall’d  Front  and  cankered 
Heart  has  Iniquity  and  Refolution  enough  to  at¬ 
tempt  the  Pradiice  of  Phyfick  *,  and  if  they  are  at 
any  time  afked,  by  what  Authority  they  thus 
take  upon  them  to  meddle  with  what  they  are 
utterly  ignorant  of,  they  will  immediately  produce 
their  Patents,  their  L-dfli-ps  the  B-~ — s  Licenfes 
for  fordoing. 

'  1  hope 
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I  hope  their  L— d(h-ps  will  take  this  (hocking 
Abufe  of  their  Indulgence  into  their  mod  ferious 
Confideration,  (what  indeed  can  be  of  equal  Im¬ 
portance  ? )  and  either  refufe  abfolutely  to  Licenfe 
ANY— or  if  they  do,  to  be  prefent  (as  the  Law 
enjoins)  at  the  Examination  of  the  Petitioners, 
by  four  regular  Phyficians  or  Surgeons  *, — whereas, 
the  Cuftom  generally  is  to  receive  a  Certificate,  often 
figned  by  four  as  irregular  and  worthlefs  Pra(5titio- 
ners  as  the  Candidates  themfflves.  But  all  thefe 
Fellows  are  called  Doctors,  and  fee’d  as  fuch ;  and 
the  Commonalty  know  no  diftindlion,  though  they 
fo  feverely  feel  the  pernicious,  nay,  the  irretrievable 
Effecds  of  their  Effrontery  and  their  own  Folly. 

How  far  the  College  may  think  proper  to  in¬ 
terfere,  I  know  not ;  their  Power  extends  all  over 
England^  and  ’twould  be  happy  for  our  Country 
if  they  would  exert  it  and  I  was  of  late 
mightily  pleas’d  to  fee  a  Paragraph  in  a.  publick 
Paper  affuring  us  they  had  fuch  a  Defign ;  which 
I  am  afraid  the  News-writer  had  too  little  Foun¬ 
dation  for  inferting. — But  one  Method  I  think 
might  be  taken  to  reftore  the  declining  Profefiion 
of  Phyfick,  and  it  would  in  a  great  meafure  dif- 
courage  all  thefe  irregular  Pradlitioners  ;  whether 
L^yd-Hy  S — Z?,  or  B — ps  Licentiates :  I  mean, 
that  all  regular  Phyficians  (hould  peremptorily  re¬ 
fufe  to  confult  with  fuch  People,— That  there 
fhould  be  a  publick  Lift  of  all  the  Dodlors  in 
Phyfick,  both  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge ^  with 
their  Place  of  Abode,  printed  annually,  and  fent 
to  the  Magiftrates  of  every  great  Town  ;  That 
none  but  Students  of  our  own  Univerfities  (hould 
be  received  as  Pupils  at  any  Hofpital  in  England) 
unlefs  the  Pupil  was  a  Diffenter,  or  promis’d 
under  fome  Penalty  (fubftantial  Perfom  being 

'  D  bound) 
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bound)  to  ftand  his  Examination  before  the  Col¬ 
lege,  at  the  Expiration  of  fuch  a  Time. 

And  that  the  Credit  of  Phyfick  in  the  Univerli- 
ty  might  be  ilill  farther  reftored,  I  would  advifc 
every  regular  Phyfician,  who  is  an  Author,  to 
{lyle  himfelf  M.  D.  Oxon,  or  M.  D.  Cantab,  * 
and  then  we  fhould  not  have  the  Publick  impos’d 
on  by  every  paltry  hunger-bitten  Scribbler  with  an 
M.  D.  tagg’d  to  the  End  of  his  Name. — If  a  Dif- 
fenter  publifhes,  let  him  fign  Licentiate  of  the 
College  of  Phyficians^  which  would  be  a  diftin- 
guifh’d  Mark  of  Credit  to  himfelf,  and  at  the 
fame  time  contribute  to  the  main  E*jd  of  difcoun- 
tenancing  your  M.  D.  Trickfters,  and  render  thofe 
two  Letters  ineffedbual  to  the  carrying  on  any 
longer  the  low  Cunning  of  fuch  Impoftors. 

It  is  very  remarkable,  that  the  molt  profitable 
Stations  in  Phyfick  (as,  for  Inftance,  the  Care  of  fe- 
veral  of  the  H-fp— Is  in  Fl-d-s^  during  the  Stay 
of  our  A — y  there,  at  the  Salary  of  4  or  500  /.  per^ 
Ann,  befides  all  other  Perquifites )  are  given  to 
Perfons,  who  by  the  Laws  of  our  Land  are  daily 
liable  to  be  punifhed  for  pradtifing.  How  far  thefe 
Gentlemen  are  capable  of  difcharging  the  Trufl 
repofed  in  them,  I  will  not  take  upon  me  to  fay  : 
—  But  I  hope  I  may  venture  to  affirm,  that  thefe 
Pofts  would  be  at  leaft  equally  as  well  fill’d  by 
Gentlemen  from  our  own  Unlverfities ;  but,  to 
their  great  Difcouragement,  no  Tenders  are  made 
to  them. 

Thofe  who  are  Gentlemen  by  Birth  and 
Education ,  are  perhaps  incapable  of  the 
fcrvile  Methods  and  infinuating  Artifices  made 
ufe  of  daily  by  the  F  o  R  e  i  g  n  Gentry, 
whofe  Neceffities  to  gain  Preferments  may  be 
great,  and  whofe  Compliances  (probably  the  Re- 

fult 

*  This  Precedent  was  fet  by  Dr.  Fuller  in  his  Pharma- 
Kofceia,  who  has  there  ftiled  himfelf,  M.  D.  Cantab. 
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fult  of  a  low  Education)  no  Man  of  any  Splrk 
can,  or  ever  will  condefcend  to  fubmit  to.  Noe 
to  mention  that  one  Condition  perhaps  of  their  ob¬ 
taining  thefe  Places  is,  that  Flalf  their  Salary  be 
paid  to  their  Patron’s  Friends,  whom  he  has  pro¬ 
mis’d  to  provide  for  (f.  e.)  according  to  the  cant 
Phrafe,  they  are  well  faddled  and  will  carry  double. 

But  perhaps  I  have  gone  too  far,  and  have 
rous’d  a  Neft  of  Hornets.— With  all  my  Heart,  I 
fear  not  their  buzzing,  and  I  am  fare  they  can¬ 
not  fling  me. — Yet,  however,  left  any  thing  I 
have  faid  fhould  be  mifinterp reted,  I  defire  thefe 
foreign  Gentlemen  to  have  a  particular  Regard  to 
my  true  Meaning ;  which  is  not  to  opprefs  or 
perfecute  them,  but  to  oblige  them  to  convince 
the  Publick  of  their  real  Abilities,  by  Handing 
the  Teft  of  an  Examination,  and  of  being  properly 
entered  in  the  annually  printed  Lift  of  the  College 
of  Phyficians: — to  which  may  be  added  a  Sup¬ 
plement  of  all  extra- Licentiates  *,  ( /.  e,)  of  fuch 
Perfons  who  pra(ftife  in  Places  more  than  7  Miles 
diftant  from  London, 

This  is  no  unreafonable  Call, - and  fo  far 

from  an  Impofition,  that  it  is  an  Inftance  of  the 
moft  remarkable  Lenity  of  our  Government, 
which  permits  even  thefe  Aliens  to  be  put  almoft 
on  the  fame  Footing  with  the  Members  of  our 
own  Univerfities ;  notwithftanding  the  notorious 
Difference  between  their  Degrees,  Education, 

And  here  perhaps  it  may  not  be  altogether  fo¬ 
reign  to  the  matter  in  hand,  if  I  take  notice  of 
the  Attempts  lately  made  by  the  Surgeons,  who 
have  likewife  affumed  the  Province  of  the  Phyfi- 
cian,  and  vnth.  a  negligent  Felicity  call  for  Pen, 
Ink,  and  Paper,  on  every  Occafion  *,  as  if  they 
were  the  moft  able  Men  of  Europe^  and  equally 
ftrilled  in  the  Properties  of  Medicines,  as  they 

D  2  pretend 
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pretend  to  be  in  the  Nature  of  Wounds,  - 

The  Apothecary  likewife  commences  Dodlor ; 
and  why  not  he  as  well  as  the  reft  of  the  Tribe  ? 
for  as  Mr.  Pope  obferves  : 

So  modern  ^Pothecaries  taught  the  Art^ 

By  Dolors  Bills  to  play  the  Doctors  Part ; 

Bold  in  the  PraSlice  of  miftaken  Rules y 
Prefcribcy  apply ^  and  call  their  Mafters  Fools, 

Pope’s  Efliiy  on  Criticifm, 

It  may  be  obje<fted,  that  the  Apothecaries  are 
obliged  to  prefcribe,  and  that  every  one  cannot 
afford  to  be  at  the  Expence  of  the  Phyfician  ^ — 
and  that  though  in  other  Parts  of  Europe  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries  are  not  permitted  to  diredt  Medicines, 
and  though  their  only  Bufinefs  is  to  make  them  up 
according  to  Diredlions ;  yet  there  the  Phyficians 

attend  the  Poor  for  very  low  Fees. - 1  grant 

this  ;  the  Apothecaries  are  obliged  to  diredf 
here,  as  the  prefent  State  of  Phyfick  is  *,  but 
I  blame  them  for  attempting  to  carry  on  fuch 
Cafes  as  it  is  impoffible  in  the  nature  of  things 

they  fhould  underhand.  - - And  as  to  the 

low  Fees  of  the  foreign  Phyficians,  I  believe 
moft  of  our  own  would  be  glad  to  have  things 
put  on  the  fame  footing,  viz.  That  all  Patients  who 
are  able  hiould  come  to  their  Houfes  exadlly  at  fuch 
an  Hour  ; — and  tho’  the  Fee  of  each  Individual  be 
fmall,  the  Sum  total  is  very  confiderable  *,  fince 
no  Apothecary  dares  to  difperfe  any  Medicine 
without  a  written  Order  from  the  Phyfician 
And  this  I  apprehend  is  for  the  mutual  Benefit  of 
Phyfician,  Apothecary,  and  Patient. 

We  may  conclude  then  from  thefe  Premifcs, 
that  the  Pradlice  of  Phyfick  is  now  ^  very  lovo 
Ebb ;  and  the  Difcouragement  given  to  the  Gra¬ 
duates 
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duates  of  loth  our  Univerfities  (partly  thro’  their  own 
Connivance,  and  that  of  the  College  of  London) 
mud  in  a  few  Years  be  totally  deftrudive  of 
all  Improvement,  in  this  truly  ufeful  Branch  of 
Science ; — And  that  nothing  can  revive  its  ancient 
Credit,  but  by  putting  the  Laws  in  Execution 
with  the  utmoft  Rigour  *,  by  giving  all  imaginable 
Encouragement  to  our  own  Members,  and  by 
refufing  all  p^ublick  Offices  to  thofe  wJio<are  .not 
regular  Praflitioners  *,  and  by  not  fuffenng  any 
but  Graduates  of  „  Oxford,  and  ,  CarnWid'g.e  to  be 
deeded  Phyficians  to  our  publick  Hofpitals';  an 
Inftance  of  which  has  never  been'knowE

the  Country  lately  eftabliffied. 

Thefe,  Gentlemen,  are  plain  Matters  of  Fafl ; 
— it  refts  upon  you  to  reedify  them,  and  to  exert 
yourfelves  to  the  utmoft  in  doing  it  fpeedily  and 
effeclually. — As  for  myfelf,  I  am  not  a  Party 
concerned,  nor  any  farther  follicitous  about  the 
Matter,  than  as  an  Affair  of  this  Importance  to 
the  Nation,  and  to  the  Health  of  my  Fellow- 
Subjecds  requires.  I  have  now  Gentlemen  done 
my  Duty,  by  thus  openly  reminding  you^  and 
duly  apprizing  the  Pullick  of  thefe  flagrant  Abu- 
fes.  Nor  fhall  I  give  myfelf  any  farther  Trouble 
about  the  Event ;  being  determined  to  engage  in 
no  Controverfy  on  this  Occafion,  or  ever  to 
write  again  upon  this  Subjed.
